HEBREW EDUCATION 


World Conference on 
Mount Scopus 


iFrom our Own Correspond nt] 
JERUSALEM. 


A striking feature of the first World 
Conference for Jewish Education recently 
held ai the Hebrew University on Mount 
Scopus was the ease with which Hebrew 
was used by the numerous delegates from 
all over the world, 

In the discussion on the content ofl 
Jewish education, stress was placed, par- 
ticularly by teachers from Britain, on the 
place of Judaism as a religion Ihe 
mutual impact between educators from 
abroad and in Palestine has been produc- 
tive of much good, 

Sir Leon Simon, the Chairman of the 
University Ss Executive Council, grected 
the delegates at the opening session at 
which Dr. E. Rieger, Charman of the 
University § Department of Education. 
analysed the essential differences between 
the problems of Jewish education in 
Palestine and in the Lhiaspora., where the 
Jews’ minority status placed a brake on 
the development of Jewish culture He 
added that the main task of the confer- 
ence was to establish educational Stap- 
dards for the whole of the Diaspora. 


Education in Britain 


Jewish education in England was de- 
scribed by Dr. |. Fishman, the representa- 


tive of the London Board of Jewish 
tducation. and the Rev. Dr. |. Slotki, m 
charge of: Hebrew education in Man- 


chester. 

Other Britrsh speakers at the confer- 
ence were Dr. V. Gottlich, of London 
and Dr. M. Friedlander, of Glasgow. 

Clad in.an Indian sari, Miss Rivka 
Reuben, of Bombay, added a touch of 
colour to the conference. Representing 
the Bene Isracl Community in India, Miss 
Reuben expressed the opinion that .only 
Jewish education has kept us alive as 4 
people dedicated to truth and rightcous- 
ness. 

The general attitude of most delegates 
was that only by aid from Palestine and 


the Yishuv could Jewish education 
abroad be firmly established. 
The delegates attended a _ specially 


arranged book exhibition, met Chief 
Rabb: Dr. |. Herzog, and heard a descrip- 
tion of religious education in Palestine 
They were also present at a one-day sym- 
posium organised by the Jewish National 
Fund at Kiryat Anavim, near Jerusalem, 
while a special programme on the con- 
ference was broadcast bv the Palestine

CRIMES AGAINST HUMANITY 


The trial. was recently concluded at 
Aurich in the British zone of Germany, 
of Waldemar Kabra, a butcher, on 
charges of committing brutal assaults 
agarnst the Jewish populace of Leer dur- 
ing the pogroms in November, 1938 
Kabra was sentenced to six years’ penal 
servitude. The case is of imterest as 
being one of the tirst cases to be tried 
by a German Court gnder the Control 
Council Law of (‘rimes against 
Humanity.

JEWS MURDERED IN 
POLISH HOLIDAY RESORT 
[From Warsaw] 


A Jew named Julian Cyns and his 
sister were murdered last weck by Polish 
‘errorists at the holiday resort of Rabka, 
near Cracow. A 14-month-old baby was 
shot and gravely injwied 

The murder occurred 
jewish family occupied in a tashionable 
hoarding-house. As the Jews were having 
their meal, two Poles, reported to have 
been wearing uniforms of the demobjhsed 
Anders's army, entered their room, ask- 
ing them whether they were Jews. 

The double murder. so deliberately 
carried out, has caused a panic among 
Jewish holiday-makers in Rabka—which 
is a health resort mainly tor chldrep— 
and the neighbouring places, Many Jews 
are leaving the smaller resorts and are 
hurriedly returning to. the larger cities. 

The police have organised a search for 
the murderers, but so far without result. 

Cyns's sister had been in a German 
concentration camp for several years 
during the war. Most of the Polish news- 
papers made no mention of the murder.

HEKTZ MEMORIAL 


AT the last Council meeting of the United 
Synagogue, it was announced that a small 
memorial volume to the late Dr. Hertz had 
been prepared in a limited edition. By a 
coincidence, photographs were recently 
published in this newspaper of the unveiling 
of the stone bench placed in the Hertz 
Forest in Palestine as a memorial to Rose 
Hertz. the Chief Rabbi's devoted wife, who 
shared so fully in his labours for the house 
of Israel 


is as we TO press. 


These reminders of the illustrious de- 
parted aflord some indication of a more 
widespread. feeling in British Jewry that 
an official scheme should be inaugur- 
ated to commemorate the great spiritual 
leader who was taken trom our midst over 
a year and a half ago. Nor ts it difficult to 
decide what would be the most suitable and 
worthy form that a permanent memorial 
should assume. It must both remind us of 
the man himself and help to forward that 
branch of religious work at which he 
laboured as a true pioneer. To his books 
and literary works Dr. Hertz devoted all his 
heart and soul and might. Always in his 
mind was the desire to make Jewish learn- 
ing and scholarship more avatlable to the 
masses of his brethren, more understood of 
the people at iarge. It was this essentially 
practical aspect of his scholarship which 
specially characterised his work as a teacher 
in Israel. His was no abstract or remote 
philosophy of lite, but a living faith in the 
applicability of Judaism to everyday exist- 
ence. In his writings this outlook found 
most notable expression With unflagging 
zeal and enthusiasm, he applied himself to 
the cause of interpreting the Jewish message 
to our own generation by means of the 
written word. A gifted master of the pen, 
he never fatied to win a response trom the 
widest public 


lo-day his works are more in demand 
than ever, and their very titles are familiar 
as household words. “A Book of Jewish 
Phoughts ” is now an Anglo-Jewish classic, 
which has already been translated into 
m.4v foreign tongues. “ Affirmations of 
Judaism ~ possesses the rare distinction of 
being a work which appeals not merely to 
the theological specialist. Dr. Hertz’s an- 
notated editions of the Pentateuch and Haf- 
taras and of the Authorised Daily Prayer- 
Book have provided commentaries which 
enable our Hebrew Scfiptures and Liturgy 
to be understood throughout —English- 
speaking Jewry. The demand for these 
books has never ceased, and at the present 
day they are required more urgently than 
ever for synagogue, school, and home use. 
Even in his lifetime, Dr. Hertz had to seek 
subsidies and endowments for their wide- 
spread publication at prices within the 
general reach, and the difficulties of publica- 
tion under post-war economic conditions are 
enormously increased. Nothing could be 
more appropriate, therefore, than the institu- 
tion of a Hertz Memorial Foundation. 
through the agency of which these invalu- 
able books could be reprinted in cheaply- 
priced editions for the spiritual benefit of 
British Jewry. The Foundation would. of 
course, be administered by Trustees—among 
whom it would be fitting that Dr. Hertz’s 
family should b> represented—on behalf of 
the Community, so that any financial profits 
accruing trom the sale of books would regu- 
larly go back again towards the subsidising 
of further editions. Such a memorial 


would indeed honour Dr. Hertz’s name by 
helping to preserve the spiritual life of the 
people whom he

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UNITED REPRESENTATION 


One of the principal organs of the United 
Nations is the Economic and Social Council 
(officially abbreviated to Ecosoc) This body 
is empowered, by virture of Article 71 ol 
the U.N. Charter. to grant recognition jin a 
consultative capacity to non governmental 
organisations. Earlier this year, such consul- 
tant status was conferred on the Consultative 
Council of Jewish Organisations (which com- 
prises the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Amert- 
can Jewish Committee,. and the Alihance 
israélite Universelie) and on the World Jewish 
Congress. It will be noted that the Anglo- 
Jewish Association was the only specifically 
British body included in the first list of Jewish 
organisations thus officially recognised by 
Ecosoc There was a general feeling that 
the Board of Deputies of British Jews, as our 
premier respresentative institution, should also 
acquire consultative status. Negotiations. to 
that end have been under way for some while, 
and their somewhat chequered progress has 
been the subject of considerable comment and 
discussion in our columns, It is, therefore. 
excellent news that these negotiations have 
now been successfully terminated Ihe 
Deputies, together with the American Jewrsh 
Conference and the South African Board of 
Deputies, have gained the desired recagnition, 
and have set up a Co-ordinating Board to 
speak on their behalf. The headquarters of 
the Co-ordinating Board are being established 
in New York, with the President and Secretary 
of the British Board of Deputies actively parti- 
cipating im the direction of its work together 
with their opposite numbers from the other 
bodies. Thus British Jewry will now be repre- 
sented in three recognised consultative bodies 
at the headquarters of the United Nations: im 
the new Co-ordinating Board through = the 
Deputies; in the Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations through the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation; and in the World Jewish Congress 
through its British section. Ecosoc ts occupied 
with many questions of great concern to 
Jewry A great opportunity ts afforded for 
Jews to rise to the occasion, to smk their minor 


differences, and to present a united front within 
the United Nations

ly is an unfortunate fact that philanthropic 
work for the relief of suffering European Jewry 
iS constantiy hampered by political contro- 
versies concerning the problem of Palestine 
Humanitarian activity of. this kind should 
obviously be entirely above the battle of con- 
tending politicians, and should command the 
wholehearted sympathy of men of all parties 
In the House of Lords debate last week on 
Palestine, Viscount Long made some regret- 
table .and ill-advised remarks, from the utter- 
ance of which he should have been saved. both 
by common sense and ordinary kindliness. He 
made reference, as he expressed it, to a tund 
to which Jews were asked to subscribe to help 
their kith and kin in Central Europe. He won- 
dered, so he said, where this money really 
went, and if the Government knew, as surely 
they ought, whether it was getting into the right 
hands to help Jews, or whether it was getting 
into the hands of the Communists who were 
using it to stab England in the back. In reply, 
the Marquess of Reading said he had been 
connected with the fund referred to since its 
foundation in the early 1930's, and Viscount 
Samuel was its first President. Nobody who 
knew the circumstances would accuse either 
Viscount Samuel or himself or any of those 
responsible for the conduct of this fund of 
having Communist sympathies or of failing to 
take proper precautions to see that such funds 
as left this country for the benefit of Jews on 
the Continent were used for this purpose. It 
would seem that the fund which Viscount Long 
Was attacking. was the Central British Fund, of 
which Anglo-Jewry is justifiably proud. The 
further statements which we have thought it 
right, m the public interest, to obtain from 
the Marquess of Reading and Mr. Oscar 
Joseph, the Fund’s Treasurer, and which appear 
on the front page of this issue, emphasise how 
utterly untrue and baseless were the sugges- 
tions made by Viscount Long. The C.B.F. is 
im all respects a non-political body, which exists 
for purposes of relief and rehabilitation only. 
As such, it demands the generous support of a 
community which considers philanthropy to be 
one of the most essential ingredients of religion, 
and it surely merits the active sympathy of all 
citizens without distinction of party or faith.

Meanwhile, we are witnessing one ol 
the most terrible crises im the history ol 
the National Home. Together wih the 
appalling tragedy of the Exodus of 1947 
refugees suffering their agony jin che small 
fishing port of the French Rivicra, whose 
name, Port de Bouc, has become a muiie- 
stone in Jewish history, the situation im 
Palestine uself has detenorated to one of 
unprecedented gravity, the threat of open 
warfare between Jews and Arabs having 
been added to the abominable crimes of 
terrorism. A real danger exists that the 
situation in Palestine will get out of 
control, with all the consequences that 
this implies. This dangerous situation 
imposes on the Zionist leadership a 
terrible responsibility. It is no less than 
the responsibility of the leaders of a 
nation who have to decide on the vital 
guesuon of war or peace. 

Ir is all the more tragic that such a 
situation has arisen just at this ume, 
when the United Nations are about to 
pass judgment on the Palestine conflict. 
If we are to believe the rumours which 
have been spread, the views of the 
majority of Unscop would seem to be 
favourable to the Zionist poimt of view, 
especially after the sub-commitice which 
visited the D.P. camps in Germany 
returned to Geneva with the conviction 
that the problem of the Jewish D-P.s 
cannot be separated from the Palestine 
problem. But even if Unscop recom- 
mends partition and immigration (which 
seems the most likely in one form or 
another), there will still be a very long 
way to acceptance by the _ required 
two-thirds majority of the Assembly and 
the implementation of the decision. _ 

Although some’ people seem to believe 
that a solution which did not gain the 
consent of Britain and the Soviet Union, 
and perhaps only the lukewarm support

Ihe blunders of British policy. in 
Palestine have been rightly criticised both 
in Parliament and in the Press. Prom the 
Jewish pomt of howevel one is 
compelled to examine what the Jewrssh 
attiude and Jewish actions haye contri 
buted to the presen: deadlock Ihere 
can be.no illusion about the tact that 
the lasi three or four weeks have revealed 
an open hostility between Zionism and 
Briain. What matters most is that this 
lime we cannot say—as many peopie 
liked: to. say before—that only the 
wicked policy of the British Government 
is opposed to Zionism, while the British 
people as a whole would be frendiy 
towards the Jewrsh cause they 
knew. the facts (This. view was 
pressed, for instance, by the head of the 
Political Department the Jewish 
Agency, Mrs. Goldie Meyerson, in a 
speech made a few months ago.) 

Ihe “ facts” that are now well known 
to the British people are horrible, and 
have led to an outbreak of anu-Semiusm 
in England such as previously seemed 
impossible in this country Ihe anti- 
British hatred which has been preached 
in Palestine for eight years by some 
official and some unofficial Jewish 
leaders, aided, of course, by certain 
actions of British officials themselves. 
has now found its counterpart in the 
misgivings of the British people 


Serious Development 


This is a very serious and very deplor- 
able development which cannot be a 
matter of indifference, not only to the 
Anglo-Jewish Community but. also to 
world Jewry as a whole, and the Zionist 
Movement particular. lt should 
never be forgotten that Britain was—and 
io a large extent still is—the most prom- 
nent propagator of liberal ideas, and -has 
for one hundred years been the acknow- 
ledged champion of justice for Jews in 
all parts of the world. One cannot help 
feeling that nothing has alienated British 
sympathy so much as Jewish terrorism, 
which culminated in the dastardly out- 
rage of July 31. True, this last crime 
has genuinely shocked the whole of 
Jewry: but many Jews are convinced that 
terrorism would never have been able to 
reach its present proportions if the atti- 
tude of the official Zionist Movement

Jews and Britain 


Whatever the ulumate political decision 
will be, even if a Jewish State is ¢stab- 
lished, the Jewish people cannot afford 
to be the enemy of Britain. The policy 
which has led to the present disastrous 
situation in Brtish-Jewish relations must 
be reversed. There will be many conflicts 
between Zionist and British policy But 
this must not and cannot lead to a 
‘state of war” between Zionism and 
the only power! which has really he! ped 
to create the National Home This 
reversal of policy should occur at the 
forthcoming meeting of the Zionist 
General Council and it would be only 
logical if Dr. Weizmann were recalled to 
help to pull the carriage out. of the 
mud. 

Such a process would not be -casy. 
You cannot unscramble an omeletic and 
you cannot with one stroke extinguish the 
flames which you have lit in the hearts 
of tens of thousands of young people. 
It is by no means simple. The most 
important role would have to be played 
by the independent section of American 
Jewry, who should make it clear thai the 
inflammatory speeches and advertisements 
which have dominated the Jewish scene 
in the United States are not representa- 
tive af responsible Jewish opinion. Jews 
in America, and in Britain, should by 
now be aware of the danger which has 
been created for the National Home and 
for world Jewry alike. This is perhaps 
the last chance to reverse this detrimental 
policy im a great catharsis. In the long 
run, political relations may prove more 
important than political resolutions. 
The time fas come to Jay the greatest 
stress on the improvement of relations 
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when tur away from home

Mr. MENDEL LAPIDUS (Man- 
chester), 81. was considered the oldest 
matzo baker in the country, and he was 
also the first to make mineral waters for 
Passover. Mr. Lapidus invented the first 
machinery for muxing dough tor matzo, 
which tormerly had been made by hand 
He was respected as a  Talmudical 
scholar. was a trustee of the North Man- 
chester Synagogue, and an ex-delegate to 
the Board of Shechita and the Talmud 
Torah. During the first world war. the 
deceased was a member of the Man- 
chester Food Counc! 


Mr. CHARLES RIFKIND (Edin- 
burgh), 70. was semor warden of the 
synagogue, leader of the Chevra Shass.

To Salt Ruaner Beans 


Salting is a simple and excellent way o 
preserving runner beans for winter use 
The beans must be young and fresh, and 
see that they are clean and dry. 


Use stoneware Or giass jars or 4 
crock : glazed earthenware is not suitable 


The salt affects the glaze and makes the 
vessel porous For 3 tb. beans, | Ib 
salt will be required. One of the chic! 
causes of failure is using too little salt 

and shee the beans. Put a good 
layer of salt in the bottom of a largc 
yar, then a layer of beans, and continue 
with alternate lavers of salt and beans, 
pressing the beans down well so that 
there is no danger of air pockets.

Official Good Will 


The arguments advanced were received 
with understanding and good will by al!
